‘Rolling; Farmers To Plant 10 to 50 Acres 


_ It seems that there is a de- 
cided tendency on the part of 
every farmer to plant some 
vetch this fall for soil improve- 
ment. A great many who 
planted a patch last year will 
plant from 10 to 50 aéres this 
year. Mr. Oscar Snellgrove 
has tried vetch two years and 
has bought seed to sow 50 
aeres. Mr. Amos Metcalf sow- 
ed a sandy hillside last year 
and was so well pleased till he 
placed his order with the farm 
bureau for 50 acres to be sow- 
ed this fall. Mr. James Mur- 
dock will sow 40 acres. Mr. 


Will Brunson, Will Harrell and. 
Von Moates will sow 20 acres! 


each and over 150 farmers 


have bought seed for 10 acres, | 


and more than this number 
have placed orders for 5 acres. 

Our instructions are to sow 
seed together with inoculating 
soil after the first good rain in 
September. Cover seed at 
least 2 inches deep and in case 
of insufficient season in the soil 
cover seed 4 inches deep. The 
old fashioned method of sow- 
ing oats and plowing in with 
turning plow is not a bad meth- 
od to. apply to vetch. Some 
farmers are buying drills to 
plant seed and this is strongly 
recommended by Auburn. Sey- 
eral farmers could buy one 
drill together and save on ma- 
chinery cost. 

We are further insisting on 
every farmer sowing  vetch, 
especially for his first time, to 
pick out fairly good land. 
Vetch makes rich land richer, 
and better:satisfaction will be 
had where vetch is _ planted 
after cotton, because of the pre 
vious heavy application of com 
mercial fertilizer to the cotton. 
This year has been very dry 
and not more than half of the 
fertilizer has been used by the 
eotton. The vetch will take 
this up’ during the winter 
whieh would ordinarily be 
washed out by heavy winter 
and spring rains if land was 
not covered with some crop.

STATE FORECAST OF MIL- 
LION BALES MAY BE 
TOO HIGH. 

—io 

Another week of dry weath- 
er minus excessive heat has 
brought the cotton; corn and 
most of the other crops of Ala- 
bama to an end of the produc- 
tion season. Only in north 
Alabama and in late fields in 
central Alabama is cotton still 
fruiting, and in these instances 
it is rapidly nearing a close. 

Reports received at Auburn, 
and aiso from local correspon- 
dents, indicates that the cotton 
crop of North Alabama made 
an unsatisfactory showing dur- 
ing the week, although experts 
say that the injury is probably 
not as severe as it appears to be 
They point out that as cotton 
is not a wet weather plant it 
has in all probability suffered 
less from drought than the top 
appearence indicates. 

The last official report of 
the U. S. department of agricul 
ture, Washington, which was 
verified by F. W. Gist, of Au- 
burn, estimated the prospective 
yield as of August 16 at little 
more than a million bales, Qi 
8,000 bales under the aaa 
of August 1. The concensus of 
opinion is that the next condi- 
tion figures will be below that 
of August 16, which was 70 
per cent of normal. It is not 
expected to be as much below 
70 per cent aswas indicated a 
week ago, but a million bale 
crop is not believed to be in 
sight at present. 

All over South Alabamn, 
and well up toward North Ala- 
bama, the crop is practically 
all open except fields here and 
there which were planted late, 
or where the land is low and 
fruiting continued fater. 

All reports indicate a crop of 
eorn and hay which will be in- 
adequate for the needs of the 
state, and even short of farm 
needs. : 

The acreage planted in these 
crops was larger than that of 
1924, due to the persistent ef- 
forts of county agents, farm 
bureaus and other leaders, but 
the dry weather has reduced 
the yield very materially. 

In view of this the extension 
service workers of the Agricul- 
tural College at Auburn are 
urging farmers to plant oats, 
rye, vetch and other feed crops 
this fall. For feed, oats is 
given first place for fall plant- 
ing. Hairy vetch for soil im- 
provement is being emphasized 

Likewise the sorghum and 
sugarcane syrup crops are 
short. Sorghum making will 
soon under way in north Ala- 
bama while sugarcane . syrup 
making in central south Ala- 
bama will not start until later.

Bessemer, Ala., Aug. 31—A. 
M. Hall, of McCalla, a small 
farming community 7 miles 
from here, Monday was recov- 
ering in a Bessemer hospital 
from a bullet wound in _ his 
chest inflicted early Sunday 
morning by his wife in what 
deputies described as-a “home 
brew” quarrel.

New Guinea cannibals, apparently, 
have a low sense of hospitality, says 
Merlin Moore ‘Laylor, in the Wide 
World. He says: that the mountain 
folks had duly provided the usual 


feast, but when their guests arrived }, 


they had been seized with the desire 
to top off their gluttonies with a bit 
of human flesh, and accordingly at 
tucked a visitor. 

His life was saved by his fellow- 
villagers after a free-for-all fight, 
whereupon the mountaineers, although 
disappointed, insisted on a resumption 
of the feast, : 

Jn New Guinea all mountain hamlets 
are built upon the tops of peaks which 
offer a good view of the surrounding 
country, “so that our approach was 
seen long before we got to Kepolipoll, 
the place where the feast had been 
held. The Kepolipoli people, natural- 
lv, being none too easy in conscience, 
thought so large a body must be an 
avenging party, and accordingly we 
walked into a neat ambush. The re- 
ception committee consisted of not 
only the Kepolipoll warriors, but all 
their friends from near-by hamlets. 

“We had descended a small ravine 
und were following a well-defined trail 
ulong if when the trap was sprung. 
One moment we were alone in the 
jungle; the next the banks on each 
side of us were covered with armed 
natives. Fortunately for us, they did 
not attack without warning, or our 
situation would have been hopeless. 
Probably the sight of white men 
stayed their hands.” 


Hard to Find Meaning 


in Noise of Insects 

The plaintive love-song of the ecrick- 
et, and all the other insect sounds that 
are heard on a summer night muy 
have no meaning at all to the jnsects 
themselves, 

Judged by human ears, the test in- 
sect musicinns of today belong to 
rather primitive, orders. ‘he more 
advanced groups, such as mils, 
beetles, flies and butterflies, make no 
sounds that we can hear, or else, at 
most, only sounds that seem to us to 
be nothing more than faint squenks, 
buzzes, hums, or clicks. Whether the 
insects themselves hear these sounds 
his not been determined beyond 
doubt, It should be remembered that, 
in man’s affairs at least, many sounds 
are miade without intention, and even 
contrary to desire—for example, 
sneezing and snoring. 

If the sounds made by insects are 
merely incidental to friction between 
parts of their body, then those sounds 
have no biological significance, except 
as they muy betray the insect to Its 
enemies.
